Daniel Gillet (Winnipeg, MB) writes that 
he DXes the AM and FM bands using an 
Icom IC-R9500 and various antennas.

PERPLEXED IN PITTSBURGH 


Perhaps we can help answer Bob 
Garchak’s questions. Then again, maybe we 
can’t. Bob writes: “The latest on WPCW TV 
chi19 in Jeannette, PA is according to the 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette newspaper. They 
have been awarded digital channel 11 but will 
not be allowed to come on the air until Feb 
2009 after WPXI ch11 analog ceases 
operation. 

All this occurred because WLLS-LP 
Indiana file so it objecting to WPCW being 
given ch49 digital. Most likely one of the few 
times a low-power channel won. That still 
doesn’t clear up the reason | stopped getting 
WLLS-LP ch49. Within the last six months | 
picked them up twice during skip. One other 
item. | now pick up ch32 low power | assume 
coming from Pittsburgh, being that very few 
low power stations identify themselves so you 
have to guess where they come from. My 
guess about ch82 is that WIIC-LP ch29 is no 
longer on the air but owner had a CP change 
to ch32 and that’s what is on 32. Also a 
channel 30 came on the air October 2006 and 
lasted about two and a half months and 
disappeared. Assumed it might have been 
WBPA-TV Pittsburgh. If you could list any 
information on ch32 or even ch30 LP in one 
of your issues | would appreciate it.” 

So we put the question to the tvfmdx list 
and here’s what we found, first from Doug 
Smith. 

“There are four channel 32s in 
Pennsylvania: 


- WQPX-DT, Scranton 


- WTAJ-DT, Altoona 
- WPSG-DT, Philadelphia 
- WTOO-CA, Altoona 


The latter has presumably been bumped by 
WTAJ-DT, which has a license-to-cover. 

WTRF-DT in Wheeling is the only station 
in West Virginia on channel 32 so the mystery 
LP isn't coming from WV either. In Ohio, 
there's a LP station in Cleveland on 32 that 
supposedly runs infomercials. Closer to 
Pittsburgh, the TBN in Youngstown, Ohio on 
channel 52 has filed to switch to digital 
operation on channel 32, not yet approved. 

| suppose WIIC-LP 29 is being bumped by 
WWCP-DT in Johnstown. They've filed to 
move to channel 27 (with a substantial power 
increase) so it's not them. 

On channel 30 | would presume this was 
indeed WBPA-LLP, licensed for 8.5kw and with 
a permit for 25kw, from a tower close to 
WPGH-53's. They also have a permit for a 
DTV station with 10 watts on channel 6.” 

Next we hear from Jeff Kitsko, who writes 
“Channel 30 would have been the WNPA/ 
WPCW digital position if CBS opted to keep 
the transmitter on Laurel Mountain, but | do 
not know of any LPTVs broadcasting on that 
channel. Channel 32 is assigned to WTRF-7 
Wheeling and WTAJ-10 Altoona for their 
digital operations, but WTRF-DT is at such 
low power, that its signal barely gets out of 
the valley. | get about a 4,000 level on 
TSReader from 32 when facing Altoona and 
to get a lockable signal it has to be at least 
five figures. Upon looking at the FCC record, 
they're at 485 kW. 

| believe WIIC would be the 32 he is 
seeing, since it has be so low not to interfere 
with either 7 or 10 and | can't see anything 
that is LP. Also, people on AVSForum in the 
Pittsburgh area report reception of WWCP-DT 
so either they are on miniscule power or 
moved. However, it'd have been helpful if he 
had described what he saw on 32.” 

And finally from Bob Seaman who reports 
“One item | noticed in the FCC data base is 
that WIIC-LP CH 29 (moving to CH 27) 
Pittsburgh and WTOO-CA CH 32 Altoona are 
both owned by Abacus Television who also 
has an application for a new low power digital 
station on CH 32 in Kittanning,PA. As Doug 
noted the only other CH 32 in PA are digitals.”

MORE ABOUT FM TRANSLATORS 


More about translators from Bob Seaman: 
“On the FM translator issues that | had sent 
you the information about for the VUD, the 
main problem that | have seen is that the 
translator can file the application and show 
that their signal will not interfere with the 
Protected Contours of any other Class A, B or 
C station that is operating at the full FCC 
authorized power. However, these translators 
are still going to be interfering with these 
stations and they are not permitted to cause 
this type of interference according to the 
regulations, even outside of the protected 
contours of the full power stations. The FCC 
doesn't look for this type of interference in the 
Application process. Apparently it isn't part of 
the criteria in the FCC Application for a 
Translator. Unfortunately the general public 
assumes that they can not do anything about 
the interference and rarely complain to 
anyone about the interference. Everyone 
that | spoke to about the WJJZ interference 
assumed that nothing could be done about 
the local translator interference. They all 
thought that since it was allowed to come on 
the air that the FCC would not shut them 
down. They were all amazed when it was 
shut down after a number of e-mails/letters 
were sent to Greater Media/WJJZ 
engineering complaining about the 
interference. | think that if you look at the 
translators around the country, that you will 
find that most of them are in violation of this 
interference clause, and would have to be 
modified or shut down. Almost every one 
translator in my area has some type of 
interference issues in their applications or 
with their on air signal. Bob Seaman

IBOC IN BRAZIL 


You just have to pity those poor people. 
This post appeared on the tvfmdx list by a 
Dxer in Brazil and it’s interesting reading. 

“Brazil is on the way to adopt HD Radio for 
MW/VHF-FM while DRM for SW. We use the 
same technical patterns of USA. At the 
moment we have 9 applications for IBOC 
tests on MW and 10 on FM, mostly in the 
state of Sao Paulo. One additional application 
is for DRM on MW simulcast from Brasilia. 

iBiquity representatives in Brazil consider 
that the adjacent interference is not critical if 
at least one of the two digital sidebands is 
well receive since both (upper and lower 
beside the analogic) carry the same 
information (redundance). 

Another good thing are tuners like HDT-1X 
that has a great FM selectivity (I’m not 
impressive with the tuner on MW either). 

But in high density areas like where I’m 
living, with many illegal pirates that does not 


consider any band plan, both adjacent 
channels are occupied. So yes, that could be 
one of the problems. 

Band News and CBN are all news style 
stations, part of two networks: Rede 
Bandeirantes and Rede Globo. Analogic 
powers are 90 kW for Band News and 35 kW 
for CBN. 

Thanks for the e-mails and good 
descriptions. The conditions of the tests and 
receptions in USA and Brazil are similar and 
maybe just with full digital emittion the area 
coverage could be preserved as power 
output increase to habitual analogic levels. 

For Digital TV Brazil is using the ISDB 
system with adds (like middleware) made by 
local engineers. In December the digital 
television will be ready for consumers in 
Brazil. Globo, Bandeirantes and SBT are 
already transmitting their test signals in UHF 
from Sao Paulo. - Flavio Archangelo PY2ZX 


INCHING CLOSER TO 2008 


The media are beginning to talk a little 
about the DTV conversion. Here and there 
news items are beginning to appear about the 
transition and in mid-October Dxers found a 
blitz of items regarding Best Buy. The items, 
which appeared on many TV stations’ local 
news programs, mentioned that Best Buy was 
no longer selling analog televisions. This was 
not earth-shattering news by any means, but 
it did give Best Buy quite a bit of free 
advertising. 

We also learned that at least two 
manufacturers have the contract to make 
converter boxes for sale in 2008. You'll find 
that item elsewhere in this VUD. 

We found that Curtis Sadowski became 
the owner of a portable DTV. Curtis explains: 
“| spent $60 to buy an Insignia NS-5HTV off 
Ebay, it arrived today, and I'm having fun at 
work trying it out. As expected, it's nothing to 
write home about on either analog or digital. 
DTV reception here on the rainy West Side of 
Champaign has only been WCIA-DT with 
perfect reception (as it should be- | can see 
the tower), and two Decatur DTVs: WAND-DT 
and WBUI-DT with fragmentary reception. | 
bought this so | could have something to 
watch while at work, so I'm relatively pleased. 
I'd be more pleased if WAND-DT came in 
better so | could watch the ‘Tonight Show' 
from here. These little Insignia portables are 
all over Ebay right now, in both the five inch 
and seven inch versions. | guess a lot of 
them were either damaged in transit to the 
stores, or were returns, the clearance dealers 
are glutted with them. Go have a look there if 
you're wanting to upgrade to digital at a 
cheap price (the units needing repair are 
REAL cheap). BTW, the seven inch model is 
the Insignia NS-7HTV, of course. One thing | 
like about my NS-5HTV is how it does a 


digital scan- it'll go by RF channel from 2-69, 
if it gets a lock you'll have the picture come up 
for a moment on whatever it is that scanned 
before it goes onto the next channel. Analog 
is totally separate, and can be scanned too.” 


Here’s a picture of the Insignia television, 
but it’s not a very good one. 

And speaking of Curtis, our man in Paxton 
provided us with link after link pointing us to 
information on the conversion to digital TV in 
the United Kingdom. It started in October and 
will continue until the entire country has its 
analog television shut off completely. 

He also provided links to the analog 
shutdown in Sweden, where one moment 
there was a picture and the next second there 
was nothing but snow.

On October 22 he caught a duct and saw 
WAWS (80) and ch47 in Jacksonville.

The Chilocco, Oklahoma stations are an 
experimental operation, operated by 
Oklahoma State University under military 
contract. 


FCC records show they also requested 
operations on VHF channels 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 12, 
and 13 with 1.258kw on the low-band 
channels and 1.3366kw on the high-band 
frequencies. And, for highly-directional 
operations (using the VHF equivalent of a 4- 
bay) on channels 2 and 4 with 3.802kw 
(beaming 330° and O° respectively) and 
channel 5 with 6.607kw at 290°. 


A second set of VHF experimental 
applications were filed for Artesia, New 
Mexico.

If you also read my blog or Monitoring Times 
column, you know a set of AM and FM 
experimental operations were also recently 
authorized at these two sites. The New 
Mexico site was listed as “Flying H”, which is 
a few miles west of Artesia. 


It is strongly suspected what is being tested is 
a mobile broadcasting station for deployment 
in war zones. 


You may remember a few years back where 
LPTV station KZND-6 in Anchorage, Alaska 
was operating as a FM radio station. 
Channel 6 analog TV audio is on 87.75MHz 
(+/-10kHz) and can be received on most FM 
radios. 


More recently, WNYZ-LP, also on channel 6 
but in New York City, has also been operating 
as a radio station, in Russian. 


But now, WNYZ seems to have taken it to a 


new level. In mid-October, DXers began 
reporting this station at considerable 
distances — well into Connecticut and 


Delaware. It seems the stations’ signal is as 
powerful as the “real” radio stations in New 
York, if not even more powerful. The sound 
volume is reported comparable to that of 
“real” radio stations. The station is received 
in stereo on FM radios — something that 


wouldn't happen if the TV stereo system was 
in use. 


Maybe most intrigui10ing of all, the station is 
reported operating not on 87.76MHz where it 
should be, but on 87.9. DXers with digital 
receivers are finding it centered on that 
channel, and they're hearing the audio of 
WPVI-TV channel 6 in Philadelphia on 
87.74MHz, far more than 20kHz below 
WNYZ-LP. 


- Excessive power? 

The maximum power permissible for an 
analog LPTV on channel 6 is 3kw. (the rule 
doesn't say whether that means aural or 
visual! - but I'd interpret the limit to apply to 
both.) “Real” FM stations in NYC operate 
about 6kw — from higher antennas. 


It is difficult to compare station powers by ear. 
It seems likely WNYZ is running excessive 
power, but it's impossible to say so for sure. 


- Overmodulating? 

Again this is difficult to determine conclusively 
by ear. 100% modulation for a FM station is 
75kHz; for analog TV audio it's 25kHz. A TV 
station which, received on a FM radio, is as 
loud as “real” radio stations would be 
modulating 300%, well in excess of the rules. 


- Using the “wrong” stereo standard? 

The way | interpret the rules, a_ station 
must use the BTSC TV stereo standard if it 
uses 31.5kHz as the stereo subcarrier. If it 
doesn't use 31.5kHz then it's free to run any 
stereo system it wants. The stereo subcarrier 
in the FM radio standard is 38kHz. It sounds 
to me like it's legal for WNYZ to use the FM 
stereo standard. 


- Off-frequency? 

This seems pretty much certain. A LPTV 
station on an offset channel (WNYZ is 
assigned to plus offset) must keep its visual 
carrier within 1kHz of the assigned frequency. 
In addition, it must keep its aural carrier within 
1kHz of 4.5MHz above the video. 


So if the video carrier was 1kHz high, and the 
aural-visual difference was also 1kHz high, 
and considering that WNYZ is authorized by 
the FCC to operate 10kHz high... the highest 
the WNYZ aural carrier could legally be is 
87.75MHz + 0.012MHz or 87.762MHz. It is in 
fact another 138kHz higher, on 87.900. 


It will be interesting to see how long this lasts. 
Surely the FCC is well aware of the situation? 


This month's column is a bit short. The FCC 
CDBS database went down on October 11". 
(I'm writing on the 26") It's not entirely clear 
whether the outage is intentional. That date 
was shortly before the opening of a filing 
window for non-commercial FM radio permits, 
a window that was expected to draw 
thousands of applications. As of this writing 
the CDBS is not yet back up. 


Applications for new stations or technical 
changes at existing changes cannot be 
processed for this column without access to 
the CDBS database. Without it, | can know 
that a station applied to make a change, but | 
can't know what facilities it applied for! 


Grants of applications ae the 
applications were filed before the 11°) and 
applications for license-to-cover ey. 
approved changes can still be processed 
(because the technical details were already in 
the CDBS) and appear this month. 


It doesn't seem that this should affect call 
sign changes, but I'm not finding any of those 
newer than last month's column either. (even 
though I'm definitely aware of some call 
changes among FM stations) 


Presumably we'll be able to print the rest of 
the information in next month's VUD.

The digital television (DTV) transition refers to the switch from analog to digital broadcast television. 
Congress has mandated that after February 17, 2009, full-power television stations will stop broadcasting in 
analog, and will continue broadcasting in digital only. While the majority of consumers in the U.S. can 
receive the programming of full-power over-the-air stations, there are three other categories of broadcast 
TV stations — “low power,” “Class A,” and “translator” stations. There is currently no statutory deadline for 
these stations to convert to digital broadcasting. 


The FCC established low-power television (LPTV) service in 1982 to provide opportunities for locally- 
oriented television service in small communities. These communities may be in rural areas or may be 
individual communities within larger urban areas. More than 2,100 licensed LPTV stations are in operation. 
LPTV programming can include satellite delivered programming services, syndicated programs, movies, 
and a wide range of locally-produced programs. 


Class A TV stations are former LPTV stations that have certain interference protection rights not available to 
LPTV stations. These stations are technically similar to LPTV stations, but unlike LPTV stations must air at 
least three hours of locally-produced programming each week and comply with most of the non-technical 
regulations applicable to full-power stations. Approximately 600 licensed Class A TV stations are in 
operation. 


A TV translator station rebroadcasts the programs of a full-power TV broadcast station. Translator stations 
typically serve communities that cannot receive the signals of free over-the-air TV stations because they are 
too far away from a full-power TV station or because of geography (such as uneven terrain or mountains). 
Many of the 4,700 licensed TV translator stations operate in mountainous or more remote areas of the 
country. 


There are several ways to determine whether the broadcast stations you view over-the-air (with a rooftop 
antenna or "rabbit ears" attached to your TV) are LPTV, Class A or TV translator stations. Class A stations 
are required to visually or aurally identify their stations with their community of license and call sign (that 
includes the suffix “-CA” for Class A) at sign on, sign off, and on an hourly basis. LPTV stations also must 
regularly identify their station call sign. When locally originating programming, they must visually or aurally 
identify their call sign and community of license at sign on, sign off, and hourly. LPTV call signs may consist 
of four letters followed by the suffix “-LP” (for low power) or, alternatively, five characters beginning with the 
letters K or W followed by two numbers (their operating channel) and two additional letters. 


Also, some TV translators are identified by the full-power TV stations whose signals they rebroadcast. 
Further, LPTV, Class A, and TV translator stations may regularly broadcast information as to their status, 
and may include information regarding the DTV transition. While the February 17, 2009 deadline for ending 
analog broadcasts does not apply to low power, Class A, and TV translator stations, the FCC will require 
these stations to convert to digital broadcasting sometime thereafter. Nearly 2,000 of these stations have 
been authorized to construct digital facilities and some are broadcasting in digital already. The FCC is 
currently considering the remaining issues involved with the low-power digital transition and will make 
decisions regarding these stations in the future.

Lawmakers scold U.S. regulators who can't decide who's in charge of educating the public on the 
transition from analog TV in 2009.

WASHINGTON -- Digital television offers crystal-clear pictures, but the federal government's efforts to 
educate the public about the industry's switch in early 2009 is drawing heavy static from some 
lawmakers and broadcasters. 


Although the federal government has mandated that all TV stations turn off their analog signals and 
broadcast only in digital starting Feb. 18, 2009, congressional investigators have found that no 
agency is in charge of the complex transition. And Congress warned officials from the Federal 
Communications Commission and the Commerce Department on Wednesday that they needed to get 
their act together quickly or millions of Americans who rely on over-the-air TV could see their sets go 
dark. 


"Instead of a digital revolution, we may find ourselves in a digital disaster," said Senate Commerce 
Committee Chairman Daniel K. Inouye (D-Hawaii). 


A federal program to provide subsidized converter boxes so people with older sets would still be able 
to watch broadcast TV is supposed to start Jan. 1, 2008. But lawmakers heard Wednesday that it 
might not be ready, even as the TV industry airs ads announcing the date and retailers such as Best 
Buy Co. are lining up to participate. 


And a recent poll by the Assn. of Public Television Stations found that although public awareness of 
the digital transition was improving, 51% still had "no idea" it is taking place. 


People with new digital or high-definition sets will have no problem, and neither will those who get 
their broadcast stations through cable or satellite. But millions of households that rely on antennas 
could be in trouble unless they upgrade to a digital set or a converter box. 


The number of households that rely on over-the-air signals ranges from 13% to 20%. Many of those 
people are poor, elderly, minorities or live in rural areas, and the federal government plans to focus 
on educating them. 


At a House subcommittee hearing Wednesday, Rep. Edward J. Markey (D-Mass.) told FCC 
Chairman Kevin J. Martin that he should be the quarterback for the transition. 


But Martin didn't want the ball. Although the FCC is trying to coordinate major aspects of the 
transition, Martin noted that Congress put the Commerce Department in charge of the $1.5-billion 
converter box program. And he said an interagency task force would require a White House directive, 
which he didn't expect. 


The National Assn. of Broadcasters this week announced its own consumer-education plan valued at 
$698 million, including public-service announcements and notices running across the bottom of TV 
screens during newscasts. 


But John Lawson, president of the public television association, said the federal government must do 
more. Although Congress has allocated $5 million to the Commerce Department to educate the 
public, Lawson said at least $20 million more was needed. 


John M.R. Kneuer, head of the National Telecommunications and Information Administration at the 
Commerce Department, told the House subcommittee that converter boxes from two manufacturers, 
LG Electronics and Digital Stream USA, had been certified by the government and more were 
expected. 


Each household will be eligible for two $40 coupons to offset the purchase of no-frills converter boxes 
expected to cost about $60. 


The Commerce Department will start accepting coupon applications Jan. 1. But Kneuer told senators 
that the boxes might not be in stores by then, and coupons will not go out until they are available.
